Mills yesterday, and it is no stretch 
of fact to say the visitors were aston­ 
ished at the capacity and Importance 
of this great industrial plant where 
300 employes are turning out 5,000 
pairs of rubber footwear daily. 
The junket was the first of the 
series of visits to local factories plan­ 
ned by President Doerflinger of the 
board of trade, and the vtsitors com­ 
prised the members of the manufac­ 
turing and advertising comm ittees 
under the chaperonage of President 
Doerflinger and Secretary John Ut- 
ermoehl. The committeemen present 
were: 
Manufacturing committee: E. M. 
Wing, Adam Kroner, William Funk, 
Frank Sisson, Harry Long. 
Advertising committee: 
A. 
Can- 
drian, Goo. Frederick, Gus Kellar, A. 
M. Brayton. 
A. Hirshheimer and AlbertP.Funk, 
respectively president and vice presi­ 
dent of the Rubber Mills company, 
joined the automobile party in the 
trip to the factory, and the party 
was received by General Manager M. 
C. Clark. Sales Manager C. M. Lin­ 
thicum and Arthur Funk, who show­ 
ed the visitors through the plant and 
capped the climax of hospitality by 
passing the cigars at the conclusion 
of the inspection. 
To draw a pen 
picture of a big 
manufacturing plant In operation is a 
difficult task, and the following de­ 
scription will have done all that Is 
attempted if it gives the reader a 
general idea of the process of rubber 
shoe making from the crude rubber | 
to the finished product, together with 
an accurate impression of the mag­ 
nitude and importance of the indus­ 
try. 
Plan of Economy 
The plan of operations employed 
is a* economical one, the develop­ 
ment of the product following a com­ 
plete circuit of the factory without 
long carries or unnecessary handling. 
The evolution of this feature has re­ 
sulted in a decrease of from 3 to IO 
per cent in the cost of production 
within the past year and a half. 
The buildings are gathered In par­ 
allelogram formation, and the party 
began its inspection at the coal bins 
at the northeast corner, entering the 
boiler rooms and thence the engine 
room, where a 150 H. P. W esting­ 
house engine now under construc­ 
tion, added to the Allis 250 H. P. 
now in operation will give the con­ 
cern a total of 400 H. P. 
At this point It was noted that the 
factory produces its own electricity, 
by which in addition to lighting, over 
IOO sewing machines and other ma­ 
chinery are operated.

turn it out as desired. 
The 
sheets are printed, either for orna­ 
mentation or utility, by these ma­ 
chines. various calenders turning out 
everything from smooth plain rub­ 
ber sheets to the imprinted heavy 
material for soles. 
Next the product goes down to the 
cutters, where it is shaped into the 
several parts of the many classes and 
! styles of footwear, and from here it 
enters the assembling room, a great 
space upon one side of which scores j 
of women make up the light gum J 
rubbers and usual 
city 
footwear, 
while on the opposite side an army of 
men assemble and finish the boots 
and heavier goods. 
The next step is the varnishing, 
which is mostly done by machinery, a 
new invention that has greatly re­ 
duced the labor Involved. 
Th? last step is the vulcanizing of 
the shoes, and it is highly important. 
They are subjected to 260 degrees 
of heat, but this must be applied very 
gradually. This completed, the goods 
are ready for the packing and ship­ 
ping rooms, each pair being inspect­ 
ed as to its perfection before pack­ 
ing. 
The cloth work— linings and filler 
for soles, is mostly done in a great 
I sewing room in which IOO sewing ma­ 
chines of various sorts are In opera­ 
tion. driven by electric current.

experiments until a 
solution was 
perfected, which, he now claims is 
of such a nature that it will thor­ 
oughly eliminate the evil. 
Mr. Egan has just returned from 
Minnesota where he conducted many 
experiments with his discovery, be­ 
ing well satisfied with the results 
obtained. 
He states that the work 
of exterminating this grass can be 
done for about $4 or $5 an acre.

HE house is a plain rec­ 
tangle in shape, with a 
slight projection on the 
rear, to give room for the 
pantry and kitchen extension.

Now she bakes pics 
for grocers, private individuals and ban­ 
quets

kitchen and has a wagon for delivering ' >ou need light 
to grocers, but individuals come for 
their pies. 
In most places there is a demand for 
a good caterer for social occasions, and 
if you have any talent for cooking what­ 
ever, this is a good business to adopt. 
Perhaps you cannot actually cook, but 
can plan menus, know how to buy foods 
and to serve them nicely. 
Well and 
g<x>d. 
Go right ahead. 
Employ your 
cook and you take charge of the busi­ 
ness end of catering. 
There arc more 
things to successful catering than stand-

Before making a start, you will need 
to sit down and consider several things.

Your patrons 
will ask you what brand of coffee, what 
flavoring extracts, what flour, where 
you get good cream, eggs, butter and 
so on.

It is so easy to let the caterer, florist, 
dressmaker and milliner wait for their 
pay, that I would always ask for a de 
posit. I do not mean to scare you. or 
give you the impression that women can­ 
not be trusted in business matters. 
I 
only wish to tell you that by looking at 
catering in a businesslike w ay and strik­ 
ing your bargains first, you will save 
time and worry. No man caterer would 
serve a wedding breakfast or banquet 
without knowing exactly how many to 
prepare for, the price per plate; ’ nor 
would he hesitate at writing down the 
menu and the terms and showing the 
memorandum to his patroness, to he 
sure things were understood perfectly 
on each side. 
Most women in smaller cities start in 
catering by cooking and serving church 
dinners. This is good practice in keep­ 


ing your head, for generally there are 
from one to twenty women rushing in 
and out of the kitchen and everything is 
in confusion. 
All you can do is to try 
and keep the kitchen and dining-room 
arrangements in your own hands and 
those of your head assistants. 
Coach 
these assistants to guide the amateur 
waitresses, 
giving 
each a particular 
duty, keeping order and system in sup­ 
plying dishes and food. 
This is vital, 
especially if the church is serving a bus­ 
iness men’s luncheon. 
The great com­ 
plaint heard at these is that men have to 
wait too long to be served, that first- 
comers are served bountifully with hot 
viands, and that the next relays get cold 
food and “scraps.” 
All this can he 
avoided if you have head enough to 
demand military precision. 
I know a 
lunchroom where two thousand business 
girls eat their luncheons from half-past 
eleven to two o’clock each day. 
The 
kitchen space is smaller than most of 
your kitchens and one woman is mana­ 
ger. 
Each girl as she enters goes to a 
table and takes a plate. Then she passes 
to the warm table, where hot meats and 
vegetables arc served to her; then she 
goes in turn to the breads, salads and 
desserts.

WASHINGTON. D. C., March 25.— 
As the railroad bill finally was adopt­ 
ed by Mann s committee it could not 
be recognized by its original author, 
Attorney General Wickersham. 
The main changes 
made in the 
present law are: 
Appoint Commerce Coart 
The creation of a commerce court 
of five judges to he appointed by the 
president. 
A clause declaring the rate for 
long hauls shall not be less than the 
aggregate of the short hauls enroute. 
The legalization 
of 
pooling ar­ 
rangements under supervision of the 
interstate commerce commission. 
Railroad agents to furnish in w rit­ 
ing rates to anyone who requests 
them. 
No Rebating 
A penalty for false vouchers on 
claims for demands, which the in­ 
terstate commerce commission has 
declared to be in reality a modern 
form of rebating. 
The power to initiate inquiries into 
rates is given to the committee in­ 
stead of allowing it to investigate 
only when complaints are made. 
The interstate commerce commis­ 
sion is given the power to suspend 
operation of new rates for 120 days 
until it has investigated their rea­ 
sonableness. 
Cannot Acquire Stock 
Railroads are prohibited from ac­ 
quiring stock in or leasing substan­ 
tially competing lines whether rail or 
water. 
All stock and bond issues of rail­ 
roads are to be supervised by the in­ 
terstate commerce commission and 
all stock issued by new corporations 
are to be under such supervision. 
The Interstate commerce commis­ 
sion s given jurisdiction over Alas­ 
kan railroads. 
The commission is given tim power 
to establish through routes and to 
supervise all classifications, bills of 
lading and tickets tor Interstate bus- 
ness. 
The main features of the adminis­ 
tration bill that were knifed by the 
Mann committee are: 
A proviso that railroads owning 56 
per cent of the stock of other roads 
should not be prevented from ac­ 
quiring the remaining stock in the 
road; a proviso that the prohibition 
of owning stock 
in 
other 
roads 
should not be held to Include electric 
railroads; a proviso that a man must 
own at least ten per cent of he stock 
of a railroad to bring action, under 
the law in the courts, was knocked 
out. 
A proviso that this law shall not 
apply to suits now pending in the 
courts to dissolve mergers between 
railroads was inserted.
